Hetail  prices  of  bottled  nilk  delivered  to  hones  in  25  najor  narkcts  in  J\aly  nv^ragod  17,54  cents 
per  quart,  a  gain  of  about  2  cents  iron  June  ;md  2,6  cents  iron  April'o  Prior' to  April  this  year, 
rct'^dl  _t)rico£;  of  nilk  had  rcnaincd' virtually  unchanged  for  noro  th-ji  tlirco  years,  Tho  July  price 
this  yc  'X  .i::ceoded  by  about  1,2  cents  the  previous  high  of  li^o3  cents  per  quart  for  the  25  narket 
recorded  in  1920. 

Prices  paid  producers  for  nilk  for  fluid  distribution  were  in- such  a  state  of  fltix  up  to  nid^July 
that  correct  averages  for  the  nonth  are  difficult  to  doternino  at  this  tine.

Gjiins  in  both  retail  milk  prices  and  dealers'  buyinj^'  prices  contin\3Bd  during  early  September,  the 
Bureau  of  A^griQultural  Economics  reported  today.  -Most,  of  the  increases  in  retail  prices  were  de- 
layed gains  in  cities  v/hore  prices  had  not  advanced  so  rapidly  dtiring  the  past  few  months. 

liilk  Supplies  in  fluid  milk  markets  in  early  September  were  ample  in  all  areas.    Some  markets  re- 
ported an  increased  demand  after  Labor  Day  as  vacationists  returned.    In  many  markets  under  Feder- 
al riilk'IIarketing  Orders,  dealers'  buying  prices  quoted  for  both  August  and  September  included 
additional  amounts  negotiated  between  producers  and  handlers  above  the  prices  fixed  by  the  regular 
form-ulas. 

Retail  prices  in  25  cities  averaged  18«-iO  cents  per  quart  diiring  September  compared  with  a  revised 
price  of  18,16  cents  for  August  and  14-,88  cents  per  quart  in  September  a  year  earlier.  Retail 
prices  have  advtinced  an  average  of  3,4  cents  per  quart  for  the  25  cities  from  May  to  Septbnber, 
and  are  now  at  the  highest  level  ever  reported.    At  $4,35  per  cwt,  dealers'  baying  prices  for 
Class  I  milk  in  eajrly  September  were  also  at  new  all-time  record  levels. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  rose  30  cents  per  hiondredweight  on  September  1  acconipan. 
ied  by  a  gain  of  1  cent  per  quart  in  retail  prices  delivered  to  homes.    Retail  prices  delivered 
to  homes  have  advanced  from  16  cents  in  May  to  20  cents  in  September  in  Hartford  vdiich  is  the  same 
gain  as  was  shown  by  large  nearby  markets  such  as  Boston  and  !Jew  York  which  procure  their  milk 
supplies  in  the  same  general  area.    An  increase  of  24  cents  per  hundredx^eight  was  shown  in  the 
Providence,  R.  I,  market,  effective  August  25,    No  change  in  retail  prices,  occiirred. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  for  Class  I  milk  in  the  Boston,  I-Iass.  market  advanced  8  cents  per  hundred- 
weight ovur  August  I'dth  no  increase  in  retail  prices.    Boston  dealeis  are  now  paying  $5;46  per 
liundredweigh'fc,  v;hich  includes  $1.13  in  addition  to  the  regular  formula  price,  the  result  of  nego- 
tiation between  producers  and  handlers.    In  the  Fall  River,,  Mass.,  market, 'producers  and  handlers 
negotiated  an  additional  $1,^7  per  hundredweight  on  Class  I  above  the  formula  price  for  August  11- 
31,    No  prices  are  available  for  September.    Fall  River  retail  prices  of  milk  delivered  to  homes 
advanced  l/2,  cent  per  quart  on  August  11,    In  the  Nevr  York  Metropolitan  milk  market, _  dealers  have 
been  paying  prices  to  producers  above  the  price  establislicd  by  formula  for  both  July  and  August. 
The  negotiated  price  in  addition  to  the  formula  was  92  cents  per  hundredweight , for  August, 

In  the  Washington,  D,  C,  market  an  increase  in  dealers'  buying  price,  effective  September  14,  of 
25  cents  per  hmdredweight  is  to  be  accompanibd  by  an  advance  of  l/2  cent  per  quart  in  retail 
prices  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  as  well  as  sales  from  stores.    Producers  and  handlers  negotiated 
a  price  of  $1.80  per  hundredvrei^t  above  the  formula  price  in  New  Orleans  effective  July  16, 
^Vhile  there  was  no  August  report , for  this  market,  retail  prices' of .  hoine-delivefed  milk  advanced 
3-|-  cents  per  quart  and  on  store  sales  rose  3  cents  per  quart  from  July  to  September. 

Many  advances  in  dealers'  buying  prices  were  reported  in  the  East  North  Central  region  'during 
September,  but  no  increases  in  retail  prices  have  as  yet  been  reported.

Retail  prices  did  nojb  p,dvanc,e#    An  increase  of  7  cents  per 
hundredv;eight  in  the  Grand  Rapids,  Mich,,  market  was  made  on  September  1  v^ile  a  gain  of  54  cents 
was  reported  in  Battle  Creek,  Mich, 

Dealers'  biding  prices  were  advanced  in  several  cities  in  the  W^st  North  Central  region,  but  no 
increases  in  retail  pi-ices  \Texe  repor.ted.,    Jn  both  Wichita' and  Ifensas 'City,  "dealers    prices  rose 
12 'cents  per  hundredwei^t  for  milk  of  3.8  percent  buttcrfat.    On  August  16  the  Omaha,  Nebr«,  buy- 
ing prices  advanced  10  cents  per  hundredweight.    In  the  Duluth,  Minn,,  market  an  increase  of  7 
cents  per  hundredweight  vra,s  reported. 

In  the  South  Central  region,  gcins  were  shown  in  both  buying  and  retail  prices.    An  advance  of 
1  cent  per  quart  in  home-delivered  milk  in  Oklahoma  City  on  September  1  was  accompanied  by  a  35 
cents  per  h\mdredweight  rise  in  dealers'  buying  prices.    While  A-ugust  prices  were  not  reported  for 
Tqlsa,  Okla. ,.  retail  prices  in  September  were  18  dents  pdr  quart  delivered  to  homes  compared  with 
15  cents  in  July.    Tulsa  dealers  advanced  their  buying  prices  85  cents  per  hundredweight  during 
the  period  from  July  to  September,    In  both  the  Dallas  and  31  Paso,  Texas,  markets  retail  prices 
of  milk  delivered  to  homes  and  sold  from  stores  rose  1  cent  per  quart.

Fluid  milk  prices  co^j^maed  to  rise  .Soasonally  at  prod'jcer,  wholesale  and  retail  levels  during  the 
latter  part  of  September  and  the  eaxly  part  of  Octo"ber,  reports  the  Buroau  of  Agricultural  Econom- 
ics.   Price  advances  ^^-qxq  rather  general  throughout  the  country,  except  in  the  Nevi.  England,  'fest 
South  Central,  and  Pacific  Co afst  regionso    It  soeras  prohahlei  however, '  that  some' price  advances 
will  occur  in  a  nuiaher  of  markets  in  these  three  regions  "before  the  end  of  Octoher,    This  is 
particularly  likely> if,  recent  sharp  price  increases  are  maintained  or  extended  for  several  major 
dairy  products  which'are  included  in  the  formulas  establishing  Class  I  prices  in  these  markets. 

Retail  prices  of  home-delivered  milk  in  24  cities  in  early  October  averaged  18»98  cents  per  quart, 
compared  \jith  on  3,vera,ge  price  of  18.4  cents  per  quart  in  eprly  September  and  14,9  cents  a  quart 
in.  September,  1945,    Prices  of  home -delivered  milk  have  advanced  4  cents  per  quart  since  early  in 
M^y  and  3.2  cents  per  q-aart  above  the  revised  average  price  for  June.  'At  $4,49  per  cwt.  the 
Sealers'  average  b\i;>ing  price  for  Class  I  milk  early  in  October  was  $1.17  per  cwt.  above  the  I^y 
level.    For  this  group  of  24  cities,  both  the  average  retail  price  and  the  average  dealers'  buying 
price  were  at  new  record  highs* 

The  overall  fluid  market  situation  is  firm,  although  temporarily  easier  situations  were  reported 
for  a  few  markets  early  in  the  month.    Contin-uation  of  the  sea,sonal  decline  in  milk  production  vdll 
probably  strengthen  the  tone  of  most  fluid  markets  as  the  month  progresses.    Underlying  strength 
is  being  added,  particu].axly  in  midwestem  areas,  from  increased  competition  of  butter,  cheese, 
and  evaporated  milk  plants.    Recent  price  increo.ses  have  enabled  dairy  product  manufacturers  to 
compete  more  strongly  with  flTiid  milk  dealers  for  milk  and  cream  supplies. 

No.  price  changes  in  rargor  New  England  markets  were  reported  during  the  first  half  of  October.  The 
Federal  M.il::  Orders  regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Boston,  Lov.'ell-Lawrence  and  Fall  River 
markets  -vjerc  amended  by  the  U.  S,  Department  of  Agriculture  on  September  21.    The  amendments  es- 
tablish minimum  Class  I  milk  prices  through  Febn:u:iry  1947,  approximately  eqU/il  to. the  general  pro^ 
ducer  price  levels  reached  in  these  markets  since  the  ending  of  price  controls  and  subsidies  on 
July  1.    The  Class  I  jirice  in  these  marketse  related,  to  the  value  of  butter  and  nonfat  dry  milk, 
will  rise  substantially  on  November  1  if  current  wholesale  prices  for  butter  and  dry  skim  milk 
continue  unchanged  throughout  the  remainder  of  this  month# 

The  IJ.  S.  Department  of  Agricult-ure  on  September  12  annoimced  an  amendment  to  the  Philadelphia 
Federal  Milk  Order.    This  amendment,  effective  Septcmb.cr.  14,  established  a  new  Class  I  price  in  the 
market,  but  did  not  chaiige  the  average  cost  to  handlers  of  milk  of  3e7  percent  butterfat  content. 
On  September  27  the  Depca?tment  announced  an  amendment  to  the  New  York  Federal  I-Iilk  Order.  This 
amendment,  effective  October  1,  provided  a  revision  of  thfj  Class  I-A  (fluid  milk)  foimula  -hfeich 
wo-uld  increase  this  price  if  the  market  values  of  butter  and  nonfat  dry  milk  exceed  the  present 
ma:>:imum  prices  set  forth  in  the  formulas    A  provision  for  .an  absolute  minimum  price  of  $5,02  per 
cwt.  f  oir  S.5  percent  roilk  in  -the  -200  mile  zone-  ■^^^a&  also  -included. 

Both  buying  and  selling  prices  increased  on  October  1  in  New  York  City.  Milk  producers  and  dcal-^ 
ers  negotiated  a  40  cent  per  cwt»  increase  in  the  Cliiss  I  price  above  the  level  specified  in  Order 
No,  27,  Dealers'  selling  prices .  increa^sed  generally  one  cent  per  quart.  Similar  price  increases 
at  both*  producer  and  retail  levels  occurred  simttLtaneously  in  Rochester-  and  Utica  and  an  increase 
of  one  cent  per  quart  in  selling  prices  -i-ra-s  reported  from  Binghamton,  N.  Y©  The  negotiated  price 
in  early  October,  referred  to  above,  wa.s  set  at  40  cents  above  the  minimum  price  in  the  Order,  or 
$5.42  per  c^.rt.  for  3«5  percent  milk  f  ,o.b«  the  200-mile  zone. 

No  other  retail'  price  cliaiiges  in  major  markets  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  were  reported  up  to 
October  15,  but  Baltimore  reported  an  increase  of  15  cents  per  c%d;.  in  the  dealers'  buying  price. 

As  a  result  of  recent  amenciments  the  six  Federal  Order  iriarkets  on  the  ea.stem  seaboard  are,  with 
respect  to  minimum  prices,  closely  aligned  with  one 'another.    At  present  -siting  it  is  clear  that 
further  increases  in  the -Class  I- prices  in  the  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Washington,  D,  C, 
markets  will  occ\ir  if  wholesale  butter  and  nonfat  milk  prices  continue  at  current  levels  or  higher 
throughout  the  remainder  of  this  month. 

Several  retail  price  increases  i.^ere  reported  throughout  the  East  North  Central  axea  as  a  follow-up 
of  increases  in  dealers'  buying  prices.    Retail  prices  increased  in  Chicago  in  the  latter  part  of 
September  and  again  enjrly  in  October  to  22-?r  centr;  per  quart  for  home-delivered  milk  and  21-^  cents 
at  stores.    This  v.-as  an  increase  of  3  cents  per  fucu:t  over  the  price  charged  at  the  beginning  of 
September  and  v/as  made  in.  expectation  of  a  substantial  increase  in  the  Class  I  price.    In  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  an  increase  of  30  cents  per  cwt,  in  the  producer  price  was  accompanied  by  an  in- 
crease of  one  cent  per  quart  in  selling  prices.     In  Beloit,  Vis.,  two  retail  price  increa,ses  of 
one  cent  per  quart  occurred  in  succession  on  September  28  and  October  1,  the  latter  associated

In  iijke  iSo.utli  Atlantic  area  the  Durham,  N.  C,,  m.arket  reported  an  increase  of  20  cents  per  c\rb.  in 
the-  dealers'  buying  price  :^or  October.    On  October  7  the  Charleston,  We  Va,,  market  reported  an 
increase  of  2  cents  per  q\iart  at  retail  and  an  accompanying  increase  of  84  cents  per  cvrt.  in  the 
dealers*  buying  price.    The  Ea,st  South  Central  region  reported  increased  retail  prices  in  Biming- 
ham,  Ala,,  and  Louisville,  Kyu,  the  latter  on  October  4a    In  both  cases  the  retail  price  incree.ses 
trerc  2  cents  per  quart.    In  Birmingham  the  nroducer  price  vias  increased  VO  cents  per  cvt.,  making 
the  nev.-  price  $5,85  for  3,5  perceJit,  milk.    The  Class  I  price  for  Louisville  is  as  yet  ur.doter- 
mined  for  October,  but  will  ver^'  probably  be  above  the  September  level  of  $4,95  per  c^rb. 

The  Tucson,  Ariz,,  market  reported  a  retail  price  incr6ase  of  one  cent  per  quart.  Up  to  the  pres- 
ent, October  16,  no  recent  price  increases  have  been  reported  for  the  Pacific  Coast  region.

With  milk  flow^^  ITovember  1946' approaching  its  seasonal  low  point  for  the  year,  fluid-  milk  prices 
in  the  Nation  continued  to  rise  quite  generally  during  late  October  and  early  Ilovombor,  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Scohomics  reported  today.    Although  declining  milk  production  gave  considerable 
strength  to.  fluid  dilk-markets,  the  recent  ^vealoiess  in  the  butter,  and  cheese  irarkets  provided  a  , 
note  of  caution  ijfsomo  areaso    Milk  prioe  advances  ■were  particularly  v/idespread  in  llev;  Englaridj 
and  were  fair'ly  general  in  other  sections,  except  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  Mountain  States  and 
in  California* 

Fluid  milk  supplies  became  short  in  some  areas  during  late  October  aiid  early  November,  although  the 
shortage  was  loss  acute'  than  a  year  earlier*    The  Federal  Milk  l-^ket  Administrator  in  Boston  de- 
clared ai\  emergency  situation  on  October  20  because  of  the  limited  supplies  of  milk  available  f^om 
the  Boston  and  Nex/  York  ij)6.1ksheds  in  relation  to  decbjnd.    It  appears  that  substantial'  quantities  of 
sowcalled  "outside  milk"^are  again  moving  to  many  large  city  fluid  milk  markets  and  that  supplies 
are  more  readily  available  than  last  year» 

Hetail  prices  of  home«delivered  milk  in  24  cities  early  in  November  averaged  19c38  cents  per  quart, 
conrpared  v/ith  18,96  cents  per  quart  early  in  October  and  14,88  cents  per  qusjrt  in  November  1945, 
Prices  of  milk  delivered  to  homos  have  advanced  3,6  cents  per  qu'^rt  since  June  of  this  yeta:.  At 
$4,85  per  cwt,  the  milk  dealers'  a-uerage  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  early  in  November  xias  $1.39 
per  cxrt,,  or  3  cents  per  quart  above  the  Jme  level.    Both  the  average  retail  price  and  the  average 
dealers*  buying  price  were  at  new  high  levels* 

Practically  all  the  raa,jor  markets  in  southern  Ne^^r  England  reported  increases  in  producer,  wholesale 
and  retail  prices  on  November  I,'    In  the  seconc'.ar;)'  markets  in  tHe  Boston  milkshed  and  in  the  com- 
peting nearby  markets  in  Ehode  Island  and  Connecticut,  prices  were  increased,    These  advances  were 
made  in  order  to  maintain  the  previous  rela,tion3hips  with  the  Boston,  Fall  Hiver  and  Lt^i-je  11  "Law- 
rence markets  J  where  prices  advanced  on  November  1  in  accordance  with  the  Federal  I'iilk  Orders 
governing  Class  I  prices  in  those  markets.    The  Boston  and  Fall  Hiver  Class  I  prices  advanced  44 
cents, per  cvrb,  to.  $6,09  and  $6,40  per  cwt,,  respectively,  for  milk  of.  3,7  percent  butterfat.  The 
Lowell-Lawre.nce  price  advanced  39  cents  per  c-vt,  to  $6,09  per  cx-rt.    ileta,il  prices  in  all  three 
markets  moved  up  1  cent  per  quart.    On  the  same  date  prices  to  producers  were  increased  40  cents 
per  cvrb,  in  the  major  milk  markets  in  Hhode  Island  an.d  Connecticut  aiid  44  cents  per  cwt,  in  most 
New  Hampshire  luarkets.

Somewhat  in  contrast  with  milk  price  changes  in  N-nr  England  \7as  the  stability  of  milk  prices  in  most 
of  the  major  marlcets  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  .St-ates,  .  The  Class  I  price  In  Nev^  York  advanced  M 
cents  per  cvjte,  but  no  change  occoi-red  in  milk  dealers'  selling  prices  because  the  higher  Class  I 
price  under  Federal  Milk  Order  No,  27  was  only  4  cents  per  ov;t«  above  the  price  for  milk  for  fluid 
use  which  l\e\r  York  City  milk  dealers  had  agreed  to  pay  to  prodiicers  during  October,    The  Philadel- 
phia and  Washington,  D,  C,  markets  narrowly  oscoped  a  price  increase  of  1  cent  per  q'uart  v/hen  the 
Ne^/f  York  wholesale  price  of  92-sco?e  butter  Carrie  close  to  averaging  82  cents  per  poilnd  during  the 
last  10  trading  days  in  October,    Under  tlae  price  determining  formula  used  in  these  markets,  had 
92-score  butter  at  New  York  averaged  82  cents  per  pound  during  this  period,  an  increase  of  40  cents 
per  cwt,  in  the  Class  I  price  and  1  cent  per  a'^uirt  in  retail  prices  wuld  have  resulted. 

Widespread  price  inpreases  occurred  in  the  East  North  Central .area  in  response  to  higher  prices  . 
being  paid  for  milk  by  raanixfacturing  plants  in  this  highly  conipotitive  tirea.    An  increase  of  2  cents 
per  quart  occjirred  in  Krlamazoo,  l-2.ch,,  associated  with  a  45  cent  per  Cwt,  rise  in  the  producer 
price.

markets,    Tito  increases,  each  of  1  cent  per  qiaart,  i/^erc  reported  in  retail  prices  in  l'b,dison,  Wis», 
the  first  on  October  6  and  the  second  on  October  15,    Increases  in  prices  to  producers  and  at  re»- 
tail,  amounting  to  1  .and  2  cents  per  quart,  i-zere  quite  common  in  many  smaller  Wisconsin  mai-kcbc  in 
late  October  and  early  November,    Het.ail  prices  increased  2  cents  per  quart  in  Springfield,  111., 
on  October  l6  along  with  an  increase  of  60  cents  per  cvrb,  in  prices  paid  to  producers.

higher  manufactxiring  milk  prices,  with  competing  fluid  markets^  or  in  acc<?Sk^mcc  with  customary 
seasonal  price  variation.    Among  the  first  indications  of  a  seasonal  upturn  in  milk  output  is  a 
slightly  easier  supply — demand  relationship  in  fluid  milk  and  cream  mai'kets'.    Although  the  emer- 
gency situation^  declared  on  October  20,  still  exists  ixi  the  Boston  market  there  have  T?een  reports 
that  imports  of  milk  into  that  market  from  areas  outside  its  norm,al  milkshed  are  running  at  levels 
loi,-ier '  than  those  antici;patod  'earlier.   ■Eastern^  and:  fax  Western  fresh  cream  markets  were  easy.  The 
Dairy  and  Poultry  Market  News  Service  reported  that  v;hipping  cream  sales  have  slackened  somewhat 
in  response  to  cous-umer  resistance  to  high  retail  prices.. 

The  Decfember  10  Crop  Production  Report,  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  stated  that 
November  milk  production  on  farms  at  8,2  billion  pounds  to.s  only  1  percent  below  that  of  a  year 
ago.

The  entire  Nev:  England  and  Middle  Atlantic  areas  with  the  exception  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.  did  not 
have  any  changes  in  fluid  milk  pricesfrom  the  levels  prevailing  a  month  a^go.

The  producer  price  change  occurred  /under 
a  provision  of  Federal  Ordsr  61  \^hich  provided  that  the  Class  I  price  for  December  "^hotold  rise 
40  cents- above-  the  November  level . of  $5,56  per  cwt,  if  the  average  price  of  92-score  butter  at 
wholesale  in  the  New  York  market  should  eqiml  or  "exceed  92  cents'  per  pound  during  the  last  ten 
trading  days  in  November.    The  average  price  for  the  period  ^/rj.s  82o87  cents  per  pound.    In  ewuth- 
cm  New  Jersey  milk  markets  which  compete  for  milk  vdth  Philadelphia,  the  Director  of  Milk  Control 
for  New  Jersey  ordered  a  corresponding  price  increase.

The  Washington,  D.  C,  ,Milk 
I-larketirig  Order  also  has  a  provision  which  stipulates,  that  if  the  average  price  of  92-score  butter 
at  wholesale  in  Nevr  York  shoiild  eq\aal  or  exceed  82  cents  per  poiand  diiring  the  last  ten  days  of  any 
trading  month  in  the  winter  season  an  increase  of  4-0  cents  per  hundredweight  to  milk  producers 
would  occur  automatically  for  the  following  month  if  the  prevailing  price  xvas  at  the  minimum  July- 
March  level  specified  in  the  Order,     Such  an  increase  would  also  mean  an  increase  in  the  retail 
price  .of  1  cent  ppr  quart.  .  In  making  this  suspension  DepfirtmSnt  officials  emphasized  that  the 
present  exception  to  the  Department's  pricing  policy  does  not  commit  the  Department  to  any  deci- 
sion \-n.th  respect  to  futixre  prices  \mder  similar  conditions. 

A  report  from  V/heeling,  West  Virginia,  indicated  a  December  decline  in  the  producer  price  of  20 
cents  per  cwt.    Retail  prices  in  that  market  were  reported  as  unchanged.    About  the  middle  of 
November  the  retail  milk  price  x.-as  increased  2  cents  per  quart  in  the  Atlanta,  Augusta,  Columbus, 
and  Savannah,  Georgia  areas.

In  the  Minneapolis,  l^Iinn.  market  a  range  of      cent  per  quart  in  the  home-delivered  price  disappeaed 
as  the  prevailing  price  settled  at  18-g-  cents'  per  quart  instead  of  18^  to  19  cent^  per  quart.  Else- 
where, a  1  cent  per  quart  price  increase  was  reported  for  Denver,  Colo,  and  Phoenix,  Ariz,     In  the 
Pacific  area,  the  Los  Angeles  market  reported  a  retail  price  increase  of  1  cent  per  qwirt  and  the 
San  Diego  market  an  increase  of  ^-  cent  per  quart.    In  "both  markets  the  producer  price  rose  21  cents 
per  cwt,    Tliese  axe  the  only  price  increase^  which  have  occ\irred  in  these  tvro  California  markets 
since  July  of  this  year.    The  Bremerton,  VJash,  market  reported  a  retail  price  drop  of  ^  cent  per 
quart  and  an  associated  decline  in  the  producer  price  of  17'^  cents  per  cwt. 

This  report  again  carries  wholesale  and  retail  prices  of  whipping  cream  following  termination  on 
Wovem'ber  20  of  \'IFO  149  which,  since  July  1,  1946,  had  "banned  retail  sales  to  consumers  of  medium 
and  heavy  cream.    Current  retail  prices  of  x/hipping  cream  are  su'bstantially  higher  than  those 
which  prevailed  in  June  1946  under  OPA  mijLxiraum  price  regulations  and  reflect  the  general  increase 
in  dairy  product  prices  which  has  occurred  since  that  time.    Cvirrent  prices  paid  "by  milk  dis- 
tri'butors  for  cream  of  "bottling  quality,  as  measured  by  wholesale  prices  in  the  Boston,  Kev:  York, 
and  Philadelphia  markets,  l:iave  risen  about  one-third  above  their  June  1946  levels,  axid  Class  II 
milk  prices  have  also  risen  substantially  since  last  June, 

Federal  Milk  Orders  4,  34,  and  47  regiilating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Boston,  Lowell-Lawrence, 
and  Fall  River,  I'lass,  milk  markets  respectively  were  amended,  effective  December  1^  to  maintain 
fluid  milk  prices  to  producers  at  their  November  levels  during  December  and  Jrjiuary  if  the  current 
milk  shortage  in  those  areas  continues,    "Under  the  formula  pricing  provisions  in  these  Orders, 
the  Class  I  prices  for  December  in  the  throe  markets  vrtsuld  have  declined  22  cents  per  cwt.  below 
their  respective  November  levels.    The  U,  S,  Department  of  Agriculture  took  this  action,  requested 
by  milk  producers,  in  order  to  prevent  a  decline  in  Class  I  milk  prices  during  the  months  of  short- 
est production  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

The  U.  S,  Department  of  Agriculture  also  amended  Federal  Milk  Order  27  regulating  the  handling  of 
milk  in  the  Nev;  York  marketing  area  to  maintain,  during  December,  the  fluid  milk  (Class  I-A)  price 
received  by  producers  for  November  milk,    Tho  action  was  taken,  at  the  request  of  producers,  to 
prevent  a  price  decline  which  \v'Ould  have  occui-red  in  Dece'mber  under  the  formula  pricing  provisions 
in  the  Order. 

Federal  Order  65  regiilating  milk  handling  in  the  Cincinnati,  Ohio  marketing  area  was  amended  on 
November  29,  effective  December  1,  1946,  by  the  U,  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,    Tho  amendments  t» 
•he  Order  were  designed  to  provide  Class  I  ;md  Class  II  prices  v^hich  will  vary  with  changes  in 
ntenufacturing  milk  prices.    Under  the  previous  Order  the  Class  I  and  Class  II  prices  were  fixed.
